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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the examiner respectively disagrees with the 
applicant regarding the obviousness rejection. Rinsma fails to teach the specifics, or structure, of the load/force sensor 50 in the 
embodiment of figure 3. Kojima et al. teach a sensor that is provided with structural features upon which the limitations recited by the 
applicant are readable. It is the opinion of the examiner that one of ordinary skill in the art would have realized the compatability of the 
sensor taught by Kojima et al. with the apparatus of Rinsma. The combination of which renders the claimed invention obvious. 
Furthermore, the sensor taught by Kojima et al. is designed for use in high heat environments, see column 1 lines 58-60. The motivation 
to combine was to merely solve the problem at hand, which is providing a sensor for Rinsma that is capable of use in the brake 
apparatus of Rinsma. It is the opinion of the examiner that the sensor taught by Kojima et al. would be capable of performing this duty, 
and as such the rejection is viewed as being proper.
